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THE BUSINESS LICENSE FEE 


Menlo Park businessmen and businesswomen affected by 
the proposed increase in city business license fees . . . and 
almost all of them are affected . . . will have opportunity to 
express themselves at the city council meeting next Tuesday, 
May 24, at 7:30 p.m. 

No public hearing as such was called by the council when 
the new license proposal was introduced May 10, but the or- 
dinance will be up for passage Tuesday night and discussion 
will be open. Final action is slated Tuesday because of the 
time element. The ordinance cannot become effective until 
30 days after passage, and council wants it in effect for the 
start of the new fiscal year July 1. 

Therefore, Tuesday night’s council meeting presents the 
only opportunity for business persons to be heard. 

The ordinance would increase annual fees by from 3343 
per cent to more than 300 per cent for firms operating here. 
For the vast majority of establishments, the increase would 
be 6624 per cent, or $25 rather than the current $15. 

In a handful of cases, there are reductions or no, changes 
in fees. Charges for certain laundry and cleaning firms would 
be cut from $35 to $25. In the case of the insurance and real 
estate business, the fee would remain at the present $16. 

Menlo Park’s business setup being one mostly of small re- 
tail firms, the so-called ‘‘littie businessman” therefore is being 
called upon to bear the brunt of the increase. Large firms, 
such as building materials, would pay the same amount of 
increase in dollars as that paid by a small shop... $10. How- 
ever, the percentage would be 3313 per cent for the large 
operation against 6624 per cent for the small one. 

The council action in introducing the ordinance came a3 
Q surprise to most businessmen, a RECORDER survey _indi- 
cated. In talking with more than a score of typical business- 
men and women, the RECORDER found but one who had been 
apprised by a city official of what the ordinance would con- 
tain. Evidently the proposed new scale of fees was drafted 
without any consultation with the persons most affected. 

A small group of businessmen and women met last Mon- 
day with City Manager Longson at his invitation to hear the 
ordinance outlined. Longson reiterated the reasons given at 
the May 10 council meeting . . . need for an all-inclusive or- 
dinance and for more revenue to meet the rising costs of ser- 
vices given business operations and cost of more services in 
the future. He said one aim of the ordinance is to make the 
the business license fee system ‘equitable’ for all concerned. 

He also disclosed that imposition of the increased fees will 
result in a reduction of 5 cents in the $1 property tax levy 
for city government, or 5 cents per $100 of assessed valuation. 
The plan to cut taxes . . . and Longson said the cut would a- 
mount in dollars to about the sum of the increased license 
fees . . . opens up a new angle, the transfer of a revenue 
source. It is one that businessmen could well consider before 
council takes final action on the ordinance. 

Certainly any slash in the tax rate is one to cause loud 
cheering because it benefits home owners as well as owners of 
business property. Still in this case it effects no saving in 
government operation, doesn’t help the small businessman 
who, as a tenant, is typical of Menlo Park. There’s the question 
of switching a certain burden from landlord to tenant. 

The city council in the past has made decisions in accord 
with a majority wish. It will have opportunity to make a like 
choice Tuesday night,

This column will be published on 
election day for the elementary and 
high school districts. For the good 
of our community and the proper 
education of our children, vote for 
the high school bonds! A larger 
plant than was originally planned is 
needed in Menlo Park, and this 
bond issue will provide it. 


Substantially all of the balance 
of the issue is for the San Carlos- 
Belmont high school, which will 
duplicate in size and facilities the 
Menlo Park-Atherton plan. With 
declining construction costs in 
prospect, and with this construc- 
tion anticipated to cover two 
years, we hope there may be a 
surplus left over to increase the 
size of the local plant above 800. 
For we will have a full house 
right from the start in Menlo Park. 


There is little reason to detail the 
need for a larger high school here. 
Menlo Park is growing at an ex- 
tremely rapid rate. Yet it is not 


the rate of growth that is our great- : 


est problem in high school housing. 
It is the increase in the birth rate 
that began 14 years ago that is only 
starting to be reflected in the high 
schools now, For we can view the 
future high school population mere- 
ly by looking at the elementary 
school attendance. 


What we see is increasing size of 
grades as we look through the eigh- 
th grades down to the kindergart- 
ens. Our incoming freshman class 
substantially exceeds our graduat- 
ing class at Sequoia, and yet the 
children in kindergartens in the 
district are three times as numer- 
ous as these graduating eighth 
grades. So even if no new families 
move into the district (in contrast 
to the rapid influx at the present 
time), Sequoia will still have stead- 
ily increasing freshmen classes 
which in eight years will nearly 
triple. 


Plans are progressing upon the 
Menlo Park area high school, and 
we hope we can ask for bids on 
construction sometime this sum- 
mer. We have been negotiating 
for some time with the Donohoe 
family for four parcels of prop- 
erty across Middlefield Road from 
Stanford Village, and it appears 
that after months of work we 
have about arrived at a mutually 
satisfactory price. I hope that 
by the time this appears in print 
such a price will have been agreed 
upon and the mechanics of the 
sale well along.
